Ollawa, May 22.—The department 
of labor acting through the depart- 
ment of justice is taking steps to re- 
sist the appeal of the Canada Uunited 
Shoe Machinery Co. ‘from the decision 
of the court of the King’s Bench at 
Quebee under which the board appoint- 
ed under the Anti-combines act was 
authorized-to proceed with the inquiry 
into allegations that the company is 
operating as a monopoly. The com- 
pany has filed a notice of an applica- 
tion for leave to appeal to the Privy 
Council which leave must be granted 
before the case proceeds on its merits. 
The application will probably not be 
secured until July, which means a 
couple of months' delay before — the 
board can get to work, The depart- 
ment of labor will fight the applica- 
tion wilh a wew to determining a pre- 
cedent upon which future action can 
be taken.

SAYS THAT PARTY WAS LAW-ABIDING AND DID NOT 
INSULT. ANYONE—CONSIDERS LAND-SEEKERS 
SHOULD BE BETTER PROTECTED. 


Apropos of the publication of an ar- 
ticle in one of the local papers some 
days ago regarding the adventure of 
a land: guide with a party of intending 
selllers in narrowly escaping from a 
bullet fired by a girl on a homestead 
about 20 miles north west of Lac Ste. 
Anne who, it was alleged, had been in- 
sulted by the land seekers, the follow- 
ing letter has been written by the land 
guide implicated who returned to Ed- 
monton on Friday mringing his Joad of 
land seekers back with him... 

May 20th, 
The Editor of the Capital, 

Dear Sir,—If you wilkallow, I would 
like the privilege of answering an ar- 
licle published in the Edmonton Journ- 
al under date of May 15th, the: title 
being “Girl With a Rifle Teaches Man- 
ners.’ The same article being said 
to implicate our party, and T presume 
it does, as we were shot at by a wom- 
an. Now 1 most emphatically deny 
this article, in its entirety. The party 
referred to was as peaceable and law 
abiding as any party of gentlemen 
could be. We ate dinner about a mile 
and ahalf east of where the shooting 
occurred, and lay on the grass for 
about an hour letting the horses rest 

We then hitehed the team to the 
wagon and resumed our journey 
Everyone was positively quiet and from 
our position at this time not a house 
hor a person could be seen, and not a 
word was'ultered to warn anyone of 
our coming, Finally we came in view 
of the house with a brick chimney and 
a lattice verandah, and were admiring 
the style and substantiality of the 
residence as we passed, ' We noticed 
two women in front of the house in the 
garden and not-a word was spoken by 
any of our party to either woman. 
When we were direotly in front of the 
house Wwe saw one of the women pick 
up a rifle which was lying at her side 
in the garden.and pointed deliberately 
at us. It was then the first word was 
spoken, 1, while holding the lines in 
my left hand, raised my right and 
shouted “stop. In spite of this com- 
mand we heard the report of the rifle 
and saw the smoke issue from its muz- 
azlc, We turned away from this horri- 
ble sight utterly surprised. Fortunate-

ly the bullet was wide of its mark and 
none of the party were injured, All 
this time the team was walking as it 
would be impossible to go faster with 
a team weighing scarcely 900 Ibs. each 
hooked to a road wagon containing sev- 
en men, @ camping outfit and sufficient 
food to last a week, 
*Now a word regarding the party, 
four of whom came from the United 
States and are a fine representation of 
the kind of people we should have 
here. Another is an Englishman and 
a practical farmer, a man of means and 
a gentleman of refinement, The oth- 
er is a Canadian by birth, the father 
of a grown up family and numbers 
among his friends such men. as the 
post master of Edmonton and the chief 
of police. 
We must grant that the men com- 
posing this party are all gentlemen as 
they have not been proven otherwise, 
The Canadian government expends a 
fast amount of money printing cireu- 
lars and maintaing publicity offices, 
offering special inducements to the in- 
tending settler. If people take the in- 
formation given them by the govern- 
ment through its various officers and 
come to Canada, then it behoves all 
British subjects and those who intend 
0 become such to extend a welcome 
hand and see that they get a square 
deal wherever they may go. 
Is it within the bounds of Justice io 
class the neweomers as a bunch of 
Hoodos? No, I exclaim, it is the 
height of ignorance. The troubles of 
a government land guide are many. 
This is only an incident. I myself am 
of the opinion that we should have bet- 
ler protection, The young lady that 
fired the shot will undoubtedly have 
the chance to defend herself ina legal 
action.

DRIVER LOSES CONTROL OF MA- 
CHINE—FRENCH MINISTER OF 
WAR I8 KILLED 


Paris, May 2?{.—France paid a ter- 
rible toll today for her magnificent en- 
deavor to atlain supremacy of the air, 
when a monoplane, the driver of which 
had lost control, plunged into a group 
of members of the cabinet, who had 
gathered to witness the start of the 
race from Paris to Madrid, gilling the 
minister of war and injuring “he prime 
minister, his son and arwell) known 
sportsman, 

The dead: Senor Maurice Bertreax 
minister of war. 

The injured: Antoine Emmanuel Er- 
nest Monis, premier and minister of the 
interior; Antoine Monis, son of the pre 
mier; Henri Deutsch de la Mourthe 
the aged patron of aeronautics, aul o- 
mobiling and other snare. 

A large number of other persons of 
note had narrow escapes from injury 
The accident .occurredion the aviation 
field at Issy Les Molineux, where 200 
000 persons had gathered to see the 
start of the race. 

M. Train was pilotingthe monoplane 
that wrought such: havoc. With him 
in the car was M. Bounier, a passenger. 
Neither of these men’ were 
The machine was wrecked, 

Minister of War Bertreaux was hor- 
ribly mangled. The swiftly revolving ‘ 
propellor cut off cleanly his left avin, 
which was found ten feet away from 
the spot where he was struck, the back 
of his head was crushed in, his throat 
Was gashed and the whole of his left 
side cut and lacerated, 

Premier Monis was buried beneath 
the wreckage of the monoplane, He 
Was taken out as quickly as possible 
and examined by military surgeons who 
found that he had sustained compound 
fractures of two bones in the right les, 
that his nose was broken, his face bad- 
ly contused and that there were bruises 
on the breast and abdomen, M. Deutsch 
and M. Monis were not seriously in-

a variety of tricks and deviees tor

One of the most important of these 
tricks is a device adopted hy some 
shopkeepers of selling boaches, satins, 
lace, and embroideries as remnants of 
the materials from which the Gorona- 
tion robes are being made, By making 
this absurd claim for their goods, 
shopkeepers, especially in country dis- 
(riets, have been able to trick a num- 
ber of unwary people into paying for 
ordinary stuffs and materials con- 
siderably above the normal prices. As 
a matter of fact, not an inch of the 
stuff from which the king's or queen's 
Coronation robes are made will ever 
be put on the market, for only suf- 
ficient will be manufactured to make 
the robes. 

One enterprising manufacturer has 
put a specially cheap silk on the mar- 
ket which he calls? “Coronation silk,’ 
and in several towns in the north the 
material has achieved quite a boom 
and is selling in enormous quantities ; 
of course, the silk has no more real 
connection with the Coronation than 
last year's snow, nor, indeed, does the 
manufacturer or retailer of the silk 
actually say that it has, but the fact 
remains that numbers of people are 
buying it as a result of a clever title. 

Several downright swindles are be- 
ing carried on by the more daringly 
dishonest “Coronation” exploiters, Por 
example, a smartly dressed, —hand- 
some, Well-mannered young lady has 
been collecting funds in North London 
on behalf of public institutions, stat- 
ing that the money was to purchase a 
gift whieh the institutions in ques- 
tion intended to present to their 
mInajesties on the occasion of the Coro- 
nation, The young lady has disap 
peared recently, and the institutions 
she pretendéd to represent have now 
for the first time heard of her and the 
Coronation gift from the people who 
subseribed to it. 

There are also bogus Coronation 
seat syndicates and their agents, 

Before the last Coronation, 
bers of simple-minded people 
induced to pay for seats by 
Who called at their houses with tick- 
els. The holders of these tickets, it

Sometimes the man who calls with 
tickets may be very smartly dressed 
and represent, himself as an agent of 
a large syndicate whieh has bought 
up so many seats that they are in a 
position to offer them at very low 
prices, But, however the device 
worked, the results, so far as the pur- 
chaser of the faked tlekets for 
is concerned, is the same—lhe is simp- 
ly swindled out of his money.

should be adopted by the old country, an idea .with which we can 
now readily understand he was enamored, made his millions out of 
the promotion:of the cement merger. 

In offering their stock to the public the promoters argued that 
they could makeycement cheaper with the mills all under one man- 
agement and that they could charge a higher price on account of the 
monopoly... 

As far‘as the'rise in price was concerned, the company carried 
out that part of its programme to the letter. 


Aitken and his friends mixed several millions of water with 
the cement merger stock and proceeded to boost the price of cement 


all over Canada so as to make the consumer pay the promoter. | 
When it came to cheaper production, the company fell down 
deplorably. The arrangement was that each mill should supply its 
own territory. Edmonton and Alberta generally was parcelled off 
to the Exshaw plant. The Exshaw plant has failed to produce the 


required amount and Edmonton, at the opening of what should 
have been the biggest building year in the history of the city, is 


without cement, practically not a barrel being available in town. 


But while the merger, with its millions of water and its great 
promise of reorganizing the industry, is unable to supply the market 


even at its own price, the market is preserved to it by a tariff of 50 


cents a barrel. The cement merger’s prospectus promised a profit 
of $2,000,000 on four million barrels of cement—just exactly the 


amount ofthe tariff. : 

So while Max Aitken talks tariff reform to the Britishers, the 
Canadian tariff makes it possible for his merger, hump-backed with 
carrying a load of water, to tie the country up through its failure to 
deliver. With the tariff off the cement merger would flatten out pes 
an exploded bomb and the cities of the west would have no further 
difficulty in getting cement. 

And yet there are those, who argue—and claim to believe—that 
the tariff fosters industry.

Regard- 
leSs of What the future may bring, the 
luxurious little blouse, of sheer’ stuff 
and daityn design is a very essential 
part of the wardrobe this, spring, and 


each blouse model that one sees seems ! 


more charming’ adn more fascinating 
than the last. 

As the weather grows warmer, more 
and more the blouses of actually wash- 
able materials appear under tailored 
coats. It is quite necessary to specify 

“actually washable" materials, as many 
of the so-called “tub blouses would 
never stand a single washing. The col- 
ored embroideries of the cheaper 
blouses are by no means always fast. 
The lovely voile and  marquisette 
blouses also often prove delusions, for 
this fabric, as many people know, nev- 
er stops shrinking. A voile waist should 
always be purchased several sizes two 
large and the excess of material may 
sometimes be taken up, for the first 
two or three weeks of wear, in little 
pin tucks which may be incorporated 


in the design of decoration, 

Even the most expensive qualities of 
this fashionable veiling fabrie shrink 
more ‘or less as time goes on; but so 


beautiful is the soft, transparent ma- 
terial, and so gracefully does ‘it mold 
the lines of shoulder and arm that it is 
certain to remain in favor for the more 
dressy type of waists; though for prac- 
tical, everyday wear, lown or batiste 
models that may be sent to the wash- 
tub without any qualms are much more 
satisfactory. 

The Magyar type, with its seabless 
shoulder and sleeve and its loose fall of 
mnaterial from shoulder to waist, con- 
tinues to be the faverite blouse style. 
Nearly all waists shown in the shops 
are embroidered more or less elabor- 
ately.

So papular is the. fichu 
with is graceful drapery over the bust 
and ils Jovely lines aver shoulder and 
arm that Che style is being copied in 
blouses of a more dressy nature, 

Sashes and girdles are important de- 
taiyls-in a large percentage of the new 
season's toilets, while belts, for the 
time being, are, comparatively speak- 
ing, in eclipse. The shortened waist 
line is of course responsible for this 
state of things. The one-piece frock 
almost invariably has ats waistline rais- 
ed at least a few inches and defined by 
some girdle arrangement, lines of cord- 
ed shirrings or an ornamental finish on 
the skirt top; while with the separate 
waist and skirt, a combination always 


associated with trim belts, the dress- 
makers achieve a short waisted effect 
by raising the tops of the skirt more or 
less and holding it in place with an in- 
ner girdle, Most of the tailored skirts 
are made that way and are finished 
with aboslute plainness or with some 
narrow line of braiding or other trim- 
ming. 

In spite of this tendency there are 
many skirts ending at-the normal waist 
line and there is no denying that the 
woman naturally short of waist line 
and ample of curves looks very much 
belter in a tailored skirt trimly belted 
at the natural waist line. The ordin- 
ary separate tub skirt too is much 
more practical when made with a waist 
band than when raised and_ finished 
with the suporting innner girdle, and 
so there is still a demand for smart 
belts, though that demand is less in- 
sistent than usual.

‘Orange and Red Sunsets 

The scattering of light by small par- 
ticles explains not only the blue of the 
normal sky, but also the brilliant 
orange red coloring of the setting 
sun, and of the clouds illuminated by 
its rays; but as the suspended parti- 
cles are illuminated not only by the 
direct solar rays, but also by light 
dispersed from other rays of the at- 
mosphere, and from the earth's sur- 
face, the coloration of the sky is high- 
ly variable. 

If the atmosphere were non-exist- 
ent or ‘absolutely transparent, the sky 
would neeesarily be black, There 
must be something capable of reflect- 
ing light, in the wider sense of that 
term, in order to give us a bright: or 
luminous sky. 

It is’interesting to note in this con- 
nection the part that dust) plays” in 
making the sky blue is only one of the 
services it renders to us while it is 
floating far above us. In the upper 
air it adds much to our comforts and 
pleasures, unpleasant and unwhole- 
some as it is at closer range. The 
moisture in the air condenses on par- 
ticles pf dust; for for dust there 
would be no visible clouds to beautify 
the sky and to warn us of approach- 
ing rains; there would be no twilight, 
and the moisture that is now sus- 
pended in clouds would keep our cloth- 
ing and the interior of our houses as 
damp as if we lived in perpetual fog. 

Prof, Otto Krummel, of the Univer- 
sity of Kiel, in- an article. “Ocean,” 
shows the reflection of blue sky which 
we see on the surface of any distant 
Water surface has nothing. to do with 
the blue of sea water itself, which is 
blue) when examined in long glass 
tubes, and so rich in blue,-in a deep 
clear sea, as to look almost black. 

he sea water, like a blue flower, 
absorbs other rays and scatters the 
blue rays, while in shallow water and 
in the North Sea, where the water is 
turbid, the foreign substances (gener- 
ally swarms of plankton) absorb the 
blue rays and scalter' the green, so 
that the sea looks green, 

The Sleep of Plants. 

All living things require periods of 
repose alternating with periods of ac- 
tivity. The phenomena called the sleep 
of plants, the closing of flowers: and 
the bending of ‘petioles at certain 
times of the day, depend: apparently 
on changes in solar radiation, and 
there is no reason to believe that dur- 
ing the time of quiscence there are 
any of the processes of repair which 
occur during ‘the sleeping periods of 
animals, 


Naturalists have, in the courss of 
recent experiments, frequently —ob- 


served many of the Jower animals ap- 
parently in a state of sleep. — Insects, 
fish and reptiles, may all be observed 
oceasionally to be almost motionless 
ofr considerable periods of lime, 

There are’ anatomical arrangements 
by which many birds may _ sleep, 
grasping a branch with both feel, or, 
like the’ crane, perched on one leg, 
quite without muscular effort, but that

The Knock-Out Blow 
Dr. Owens defines shock as, the. en- 
feebled condition of body which eomes 
on after a severe physical injury, such 
as a blow upon the head, or a kiek in 
the abdomen, or as the result of griev- 
ous mental disturbance, as of seeing 
a ghastly sight or hearing sad news. 
It is the condition which the. prize- 
fighter desires to inflict upon. his ad- 
versary by giving what is called the 
“knock-out blow" upon the point of 
the jaw, over the heart, or in. the low- 
er Tait of the ecest. 
In severe shock, the sufferer falls 
‘all of a heap,’ as the saying is— 
which is exactly expressed by. the word 
‘collapse,’ of which the root mean- 
ing is to fall in ruins. The explana- 
tion of the condition is that the heart 
is suddenly deprived of its power to 
pump the blood up to the brain, which, 
like the face itself is left palid and 
without power to send due control to 
the muscles. The blood itself sinks 
into and remains stagnant in the large 
veins of the abdomen, 
When a collapsed person is put to 
bed no pillow should be allowed and 
the foot'of the bed should be raised 
abouve the level of the head. 

Artificial Diamonds 
Sir William Crookes, in the article, 
“Artifleial Gems,’ cites the — experi- 
ments of Sir Andrew Noble showing 
in the explosion of cordite — in 
closed steel cylinders, pressures of 
over fifty tons to the square inch and 
a temperature probably reaching 5406 
degrees were obtained, 
Ilere then, we have conditions fayv- 
orable for the liquifaction of carbon, 
and if the time of explosion were sufll- 
cient to allow the reactions to take 
place we should expect to get liquid 
earbon solidifying in the crystalline 
state.

London at the Crystal Palace on June

should be properly represented, 

Although not officially stated, there!

King and Queen will be present in the 
course of the afternoon at the enter- 
tainment at the Crystal Palace. Most 
probably they will be accompanied by 
Princess Mary and one or two of her 
brothers. 

It is assumed that the chosen 100,- 
ag00 will be marshalled like an army 
and converge upon Sydenham by var- 
jous routes, Probably the loeal rail- 
ways for a certain time in the day will 
concentrate their energies on the trans- 
port of this army, Every child will 
bear his or her own name and address 
in writing, and will also earry a dis- 
tinguishing ticket or rosette, indieat- 
iug by color and by numerals the par- 
ticular school and loeality, It is hop- 
ed, also, that each girl will wear a 
White dress or sash and cach boy a 
white tie.

TECHNICAL WOK 
IN CITY SCHOOLS 


SUPERINTENDENT, AFTER VISITING 
EASTERN INSTITUTIONS, SUB- 
MITS REPORT TO. BOARD 


Recommendations as to .technical 
training in the eity schools, based on 
the information gained during his tour 
of the eastern provinees and. states, 
were presented to the school board on 


Saturday evening by Supt. MeCaig of] been purchased by the Alberta Sun- 


the cily schools. Mr. MeCaig advised 
the establishment.of advanced work in 
the high school, to occupy one half day 
per week, and optional for one or two 
years. ‘He recommended the inclusion 
of simple domestic science plants in 
the high, school or public. schools for 
the special help of backward. boys, 
girls of Young women and young men, 
in such subjects as English, calcula- 
tion and drawing, which might develop 
into trade work in the course of time 
when a plant for the teaching of car- 
pentry, blacksmithing and machine 
shop work can be established. 

The recommendations were made to 
ihe school board by Mr. MeCaig as the 
result of a four months’ tour of the 
east, in Which he conducted a thorough 
investigation into every phase of tech- 
nieal education, Special pressure, de- 
clared he on Saturday evening in dis- 
cussing this sublect, was beginning to 
force educationalist to incorporate new 
interest in teehnieal education and that 
the inevitabel changes might be 
brought about in an evolutionary rath- 
er than a revolutionary manner, he re- 
commended that the school board 
should take the question in hand im- 
mediately. 

Public schools should not be made 
industrial in the narrow sense, . On the 
contrary every effort should be made 
o promote general training for the sake 
of heightening racial intelligence and 
adaptability, as this is required in a 
country where resources and yversé itility 
in work are a necessity. 

The weakness of the present second- 
ary school Mr. MeCaig declared to be 
in its failure to give the naturally me- 
chanical mind any outlet. Yet the 
present system was better than pure 
industrial training, sinee it brought out 
every faculty and formed a ground- 
work which made the acquirement of 
specialist training ata later age, more 
simple than othewise it would have 
been.
